Background 


Authentism as a distinct worldview is a 
phenomenon entirely Russian in nature, despite its 
Latin-derived name. It comes from the Latin 
authenticus, meaning "genuine, authentic, true to 
oneself." This Latinism is a nod to my medical 
background. The emergence and development of 
this ideological system are closely connected to my 
medical, psychological, and social work. 


The story can be summarized as follows. 


After graduating from medical school in 
1976 and starting my medical practice, I soon 
became convinced for several reasons that most 
modern chronic illnesses are a consequence of an 
improperly organized life. Consequently, in my 
work, I began to place increasing emphasis on 
promoting healthful concepts. Within a few years, a 
community of like-minded advocates for a healthy 
lifestyle formed around me. Together, we explored 
various well-known health practices

(vegetarianism, yoga, autogenic training, and so 
forth). However, it soon became clear that people 
differ significantly from one another and that, first, 
there is no universal healthy lifestyle, and second, 
there cannot be one... At the same time, we 
discovered the fundamental principle that an 
individual’s lifestyle must align with their unique 
nature — the principle of authenticity. 


Over many subsequent years, we 
thoroughly investigated the possibilities of 
authentication — that is, bringing a person's lifestyle 
closer to their individual nature. In the process, it 
became apparent that this nature is highly complex, 
and separating a person from society and from the 
fabric of the entire Universe! can only be done with 
a considerable degree of abstraction. 


The formula we arrived at is this: 


A person is a world converged in 
individual history. 


Along with this formula came a clear 
understanding that the poor health of our 


! from Latin wniversum - universe, world 
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compatriots and contemporaries in general is 
largely influenced by the crisis state of Russian 
society and humanity as a whole — of civilization 
itself. 


Thus, starting with the problem of a 
healthy lifestyle, we naturally arrived at a system of 
beliefs encompassing all facets of human existence 
— in other words, a worldview. 


As a worldview, Authentism certainly has 
its ideological roots and predecessors. Among 
them, itis impossible not to mention V.S. Solovyov, 
N.A. Berdyaev, P. Teilhard de Chardin, C.G. Jung, 
and F.M. Dostoevsky. However, as a whole, 
Authentism is quite unique. It should be regarded as 
such.

Authenticity 


Unlike other living beings, humans live 
and act not so much based on innate behavioral 
patterns (instincts) but rather on culture, which 
serves as the accumulated experience of their 
predecessors. However, because of the inherent 
diversity among people, an adopted way of life can 
either align with human nature or contradict it. 


If the contradiction is too significant, it 
becomes harmful. For various reasons (explained 
further), contemporary culture strongly contradicts 
the nature of most people, making anticulture an 
appropriate term for it. 


To denote a way of life optimally suited to 
human nature that is, predetermined by it an ideal — 
we use the term authentic.

A worldview built on the foundation of 
authenticity is authentism. 


To be authentic means to be oneself. In 
striving for authenticity, each person inevitably 
discovers that their nature, both physiologically and 
psychologically, is open to substance, and that for 
this reason they are not only a living and cultural 
being but also an immortal spirit. To be authentic 
means to live appropriately.

The principle of authenticity applies not 
only to individuals but also to human communities: 
they too rest on a cultural foundation, which may 
contradict the ideals of social organization 
predetermined by the biological nature of the 
individuals forming a particular community, as this 
nature can be quite diverse. These ideals express 
forms of social organization in which each member 
could fully realize their human nature. 


If the actual organization of society 
strongly contradicts the corresponding ideal, social 
malaise or even illness occurs, affecting all its 
(society’s) members. The current state is precisely 
like this.

All people are brothers, essentially 
identical to one another; however, the differences 
between people are so significant that the 
experience of one person, adopted by another and 
used as a foundation for their own way of life, can 
prove harmful to them. The same applies to human 
communities. 


The most fundamental differences 
between people are genetically determined. These 
include differences between genders, between 
biotypes, and between various stages of 
development. The principle of authenticity, in 
relation to these differences, suggests that for each 
genetically distinct group, there exists an optimal 
way of life, and deviation from it can be detrimental. 
Therefore, women should not try to resemble men, 
nor men resemble women; people with a fragile 
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constitution should not emulate those with robust 
builds”, and vice versa; children should not emulate 
adults, adults should not imitate children, and both 
should differ from the elderly, and so on. To each, 
their own! 


The most fundamental differences 
between communities are determined by the genetic 
traits common to the majority of individuals within 
a given community, as well as by cultural, 
linguistic, and spiritual differences. Due to the 
relative constancy of a community's spiritual and 
cultural determinants, communities shaped by these 
traits are also quite stable and cannot deviate far 
from their predestined ideal. This applies to nations 
and inter-national spiritual-psychological unions. 
Russia is an example of the latter. Therefore, our 
country has its own unique historical Path, 
preordained by both the genetic characteristics of 
Russia's peoples, its millennia-old culture, and a 
unique spiritual essence. Our Motherland is 
essentially an independent, unique organism, like 
the European Union, the USA, China, India, and

others. Russia cannot and should not emulate any of 
them. 


The current crisis is largely defined by a 
violation of the principle of authenticity. It is partly 
the fault of "blind leaders," partly of those who 
betray national interests, and partly of external 
adversaries. Yet, in its essence, this crisis is a crisis 
of maturation, a metamorphosis—similar to what 
any living organism undergoes when transitioning 
from one developmental stage to another. 


An example of metamorphosis: caterpillar 
— cocoon — butterfly.

Humanity is a _ highly integrated 
community and, as such, an organism that 
undergoes metamorphoses. Our civilization has 
now reached the point where a_ complete 
transformation is urgently necessary. This is 
essential because the principle underlying our 
current social structure is in clear conflict with the 
ongoing process of increasing integration. The core 
of the contradiction lies in this: modern society is 
founded on the principle of individualism, which is 
the self-centered isolation of both individuals and 
separate communities, while the process of 
integration implies a unification of interests. 


At present, the natural process of human 
unification continues through the globalization of 
the interests of certain nations (such as the USA and 
Israel) and supranational spiritual-psychological 
entities (such as the USA and the European 
Economic Community), which creates an illusion 
of civilizational unity. In reality, however, there is 
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a malignant, tumor-like growth of some parts of the 
universal human organism at the expense of the 
oppression and destruction of others. 


By its nature, the principle of 
individualism is an ideological expression of the 
understandable separateness of biological 
individuals and different species of living beings. In 
human society, this principle is entrenched in a 
corresponding structure and ideology. 


The corresponding structure is capitalism. 
The corresponding ideology is liberalism. 


We must overcome this prehuman, animalistic 
organization. 


A humanistic transformation is necessary.

The continued existence of civilization on 
an animalistic, individualistic foundation not only 
contradicts the integration process but is also 
destructive for each person and for the entire planet. 
This is easy to understand if we consider that 
economic activities of all people are currently 
aimed at unlimited enrichment. In doing so, 
competing with one another, producers of goods 
and services are forced to seek ever-new ways of 
interacting with consumers. However, human needs 
are inherently limited. Therefore, to increase the 
variety of goods and services, they increasingly 
violate the natural limitations of human nature. 


These violations occurs in the following ways: 


1. Production of goods with distinctive sales 
properties but increasingly denatured— 
that is, contrary to human needs as a 
natural being limited by nature. Their 
consumption leads to illness. 
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2. Production of goods and services targeting 
abnormal, i.e., harmful needs: alcohol, 
tobacco, drugs, corrupting video-audio 
compositions, etc. Their consumption is a 
disease. 

3. Formation of new needs during the 
“upbringing” process that increasingly 
contradict the limited circle of natural 
needs, thus being pathogenic and 
damaging. 

4. The production of harmful goods and the 
distortion of consumers presumes the 
suppression of fundamental feelings of 
humaneness, with the result that only 
inhumane beings can truly thrive as this 
continues... 


Further development in this direction is 
dangerously destructive! 


Additionally, it must be taken into account that 
competition inevitably makes production intensive 
and therefore ruinous for nature and polluting to the 
environment. Thus, the current organization of 
humanity is dangerous not only for itself but also 
for the entire planet. 
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What is the alternative? 


It consists in redirecting human development 
from a hedonistic sense of satisfaction (with an 
excessively expanded range of needs fulfilled by 
goods and services) towards developing abilities 
and traits that express the other side of human 
nature—the genuinely human side. 


These are traits and abilities that practically do 
not require commercialization and, on the contrary, 
can only be developed with a moderate 
development of consumer needs. Currently, this 
side of human nature is, for understandable reasons, 
not only underdeveloped but also suppressed. What 
this aspect fundamentally represents will be 
explored further below. 


The phrase “reorientation of human 
development” conceals a task of extraordinary 
complexity, as the current organization of society is 
very resilient, and its reorganization is impossible 
without profound upheaval. It implies a complete 
restructuring of social production, abolishing the 
principle of enrichment, as well as a complete 
transformation of culture—the foundation of the 
entire social structure—and a restructuring of 
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society itself: that is, the relationships between 
individuals and their associations. Therefore, the 
necessary humanistic transformation of our 
civilization is a true revolution. However, it is not a 
revolution carried out with "bayonets" but a 
revolution of the Spirit. To perceive its possibility, 
we must take into account the following theses. 
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The World as 
Whole 


A fundamental question thus arises: the 
world, or otherwise, the Universe — is it a whole? 


The existence of a system on such a grand 
scale, based on the physical interaction of its 
components, seems impossible: if the speed of 
physical interaction is finite (equal to the speed of 
light), then through such interaction, objects cannot 
be connected if their existence duration is shorter 
than the time required for a signal to travel between 
them. At the same time, spiritual practice constantly 
convinces those seeking Truth that the World is 
indeed a System.? Thus, traditionally, the 
hypothesis of an outside-space-and-time 
interconnectedness of everything with everything 
has been used to explain the possibility of the 
Universe's inner unity. This hypothesis exists in 
various forms. We adhere to a version in which the 


3 from Greek sistema — whole 
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World is inherently unified based on a substance’, 
which is understood, on one hand, as a unique level 
of its structure, and on the other, as a foundational 
principle. At the substance level, neither physical 
space nor time exists, and it possesses qualities 
through which it produces the entire diversity of the 
World while remaining the basis of its inner unity. 


Explanation: The structural level of the 
Universe is the totality of objects of a particular 
scale. Known levels include the familiar human 
level — the material level (= the level of things and 
objects around us); in terms of larger scales — 
planetary-stellar, galactic, supergalactic, et cetera in 
terms of smaller scales — microscopic, molecular- 
atomic, the level of elementary particles. The 
substance level differs from all others in its 
indeterminacy. — As one approaches it, the 
indeterminacy of any parameters increases.

If the World is a substantial whole, then, 
due to the existence of Life, it is an Organism or, in 
other words, a Being. Its structure, apparently, is 
similar to the structure of other living beings, which 
means that, at different levels of organization, it in 
turn consists of living beings. In this case, our planet 
is also an Organism.

Life, having first discovered itself in one 
of the environments of our planet, gradually spread 
across the Earth over millions of years and adapted 
to almost all environments. As it evolved in 
different environments, life formed a diverse range 
of beings, each species adapted to its own habitat. 


From the perspective of modern biology, 
two developmental trends are quite evident: one 
involves the appearance of increasingly isolated 
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forms of life, that is, the separation of the Living 
Earth; the other, in contrast, involves the growing 
mutual adaptation of all forms of life to each other. 
This second trend naturally led to the emergence of 
highly integrated, highly organized multicellular 
organisms, and then to the emergence of humans, as 
beings for whom brain development (the main 
integrative system of the organism) is the most 
significant characteristic. 


So, in fact, itis our species (Homo sapiens) 
that leads the integration process on Earth today. 
This process itself, it seems, means not only an 
intensification of the external interconnection 
between all forms of life, but also the attainment of 
internal unity, that is, the transformation of the 
Living Earth into a self-feeling and self-conscious 
Organism. 


In this, humanity is destined to play the 
role of a kind of planetary "nervous system." For 
this, humanity must, first, become internally 
unified; second, overcome the psychological traits 
of a selfishly isolated animal species; and third, 
direct its entire nervous-psychic potential toward 
developing the qualities that will allow it to connect 
the Living Earth. These necessary qualities are 
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inherent in human nature, but for the reasons 
mentioned above, they are not only undeveloped at 
present, but even suppressed.

It is crucial to remember that within the context of 
Authentism, as a distinct ideological system, all 
words of religious, theological, and theosophical 
origin are primarily allegorical, meaning they 
convey extremely abstract concepts in a vivid form. 
The use of these terms is driven, on the one hand, 
by the inherent abstraction of the subject and, on 
the other, by the necessity of employing existing 
linguistic means. Therefore, first, they should be 
perceived specifically as allegories, and second, 
they should not be ascribed with the meanings and 
emotions they hold in any given faith or theological 
system. It is essential to remember that Authentism 
is non-confessional, meaning it is not a religion 
itself and does not belong to any existing religion.

The integrative tendency in_ the 
development of Life inevitably leads not only to the 
emergence of a being whose primary characteristic 
is a powerful brain but also to its recognition of a 
pre-existing interconnectedness of all with all, 
based on substance. This is fairly obvious if we 
understand integration precisely as connection, 
linkage, et cetera. Evolutionary development of the 
organism’s integrative system, that is, the nervous 
system, had to necessarily make it open both to the 
external environment and to all levels of its own 
structure... including the substantial level. 


This implies the potential for a living 
being to perceive the essence of any detail in the 
Universe, a spiritual unity of all and everything on 
its own basis. This potential is a pledge of the future 
transformation of Earth’s life into a single self- 
sensing Organism and a Conscious Being. 
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Explanation: The interconnectedness of 
all structural details of any whole reveals itself not 
only in the interaction of the whole with realities 
external to it but is also inherent to the whole itself. 
Such being-for-itself of a whole, in the case of 
living beings, is subjective, or psychic. 


A subject based on a_ neuronal-brain 
foundation is a psychological subject, while a 
subject existing on a substantial foundation is Spirit. 
Thus, the forthcoming transformation of Earth's 
Life into a Self-Conscious Being is spiritual and can 
only occur if humanity turns to its spiritual 
capabilities. 


These form a separate aspect of the 
psychic organization of Man, which, I repeat, is 
currently not only underdeveloped but suppressed. 
And it is precisely this aspect that distinguishes man 
from all other living beings on Earth and should 
become the foundation of the future humanistic 
civilization as well as of Life itself on our planet.

Like the evolution of Life in general, the 
evolution of humanity is two-directional: one

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These two directions not only fail to 
balance each other but today have entered into open 
contradiction, and, most sadly, have divided our 
civilization into two camps, and also into two supra- 
individual subjects. 


Explanation: A Supra-Individual Subject 
is a Subject that exists through a_ substantial 
connection based on many individuals. 


Thus, one such Subject of modern 
humanity is based on the animalistic, egoistic part 
of human nature. By its nature, this Subject is the 
planetary Beast-Man, the Beast. In a personified 
form, it has long been called the Devil. 


exists), dualistic entity encompassing all natural 
processes of life and death (represented by the Gods 
Belobog [Beaobdor] and Chernobog [Yepxobor], 
respectively, who are its manifestations of the 
Supreme God), manifesting through supra-individual 
deities (collective thought-forms) that serve as facets 
of divine reality, sustained and influenced by 
humanity’s experience in existence. 
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The other Supra-Individual Subject is 
based on the specifically human, that is, spiritual 
qualities, which are inscribed in our nature for 
fulfilling a historical mission—the overcoming of 
interspecies alienation of Earth's Life.

Due to its spiritual and psychological 
characteristics, the Russian people have 
traditionally played the role of gathering friendly 
nations based on love for humanity.

The commitment to the paternal principle 
is expressed in the deeply rooted authoritarian 
structure of society.

Then, the Truth will be revealed: the 
Russian peoples are a thesaurus (repository) of 
providential humanistic values, with the concepts of 
God and the God-Man at the forefront. Russia itself 
is a God-Bearing nation and a leader on the path to 
a God-Man future. To fulfill its mission, it must first 
adopt an appropriate structure and then facilitate the 
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humanistic transformation of civilization as a 
whole. This task is exceedingly difficult, as the 
current state is one of extreme decline... perhaps 
even fatal. This decline did not begin today, so the 
words of N. Berdyaev, referring to the start of the 
communist era, are quite fitting here: 


"The Russian people have fallen low, but 
within them lie great possibilities, and vast horizons 
may yet open up to them. The idea of the people, 
God's plan for them, remains even after they have 
fallen, betrayed their purpose, and subjected their 
national and state dignity to the greatest 
humiliations. A minority may stay true to the 
positive and creative idea of the people, and from 
them a revival may begin."8

Russia’s own spiritual and psychological 
structure, along with hostile external influences, 
define two main obstacles to its transformation into 
a global leader. One such obstacle is the ambiguity 
of national consciousness among Russians, as the 
country's primary people. Due to a lack of 
awareness of their unique character, Russians are 
inclined, often at the suggestion of adversaries, to 
adopt various foreign organizational models: 
sometimes we build socialism as a_ national 
endeavor, sometimes we try to emulate the USA or 
Europe... But all of this is foreign... Yes, the 
primary trait of the Russian soul is universal 
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humanity, compassion for others, but in this 
capacity, universality is specifically our national 
trait. And here is what Fyodor Mikhailovich 
Dostoevsky wrote on the subject: 


"Europe is our second homeland—I was 
the first to fervently declare this, and I have always 
declared it. Europe is nearly as dear to us all as 
Russia; it encompasses the whole of Japheth’s? 
tribe, while our idea is the unification of all the 
nations of this tribe, and even beyond that, much 
further, to Shem and Ham. What then should we 
do?’ 


° "To express the idea of universal brotherhood, 
Dostoevsky uses biblical images. According to 
biblical representations, Noah, who was saved after 
the Great Flood, had three sons. His eldest son, 
Shem, became the ancestor of the Semitic tribes, the 
descendants of Ham, another son, populated Africa, 
and from the descendants of the youngest son, 
Japheth, the Indo-European race emerged, including 
the European nations—the 'whole tribe of Japheth."”

The second major obstacle to Russia’s 
messianic transformation is the blatant lack of 
spirituality and, consequently, the immorality of the 
current "leaders." This lack of spirituality is the 
result of explicit atheism and godlessness, which 
the entire country engaged in for nearly a century. 


The prevailing ideology naturally implied 
replacing the feeling of inner unity among the 
people with measures of external compulsion. In 
doing so, the ruling elite psychologically opposed 
itself to the people. Such a condition implies the 
oppression of kinship sentiments. Hence, a selfish 
attitude toward others as mere means to fulfill 
personal needs—a morally depraved attitude... This 
leads to indifference to the common fate, predation, 
corruption, betrayal of the people’s interests. 
Currently, Russia is being destroyed by its own 
"leaders," and only the restoration of spiritual and 
moral ideals within the ruling class can remedy the 
situation. We hope for the best...

Since the Universe is a substantial whole, 
it inherently possesses all that exists, and thus the 
World is not a dead system but a Living Being with 
its own Soul. Therefore, an affirmative answer to 
whether the Cosmos is a Creation seems quite 
apparent. The Creator exists with as much clarity as 
His Creation. History, therefore, can be understood 
as a process of the self-organization of the World 
Whole, but also as a creative act, as the Providence 
of the Creator. Only such an understanding allows 
one to discern humanity's and humankind's purpose, 
so vital for inner harmony. 


In general, neither the Creator nor His 
Providence is, of course, comprehensible to 
humans, yet it is clear that all existence is either a 
completed creation, in the process of creation, or a 
tool of creation. In our view, present-day humanity 
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is neither a finished creation nor the ultimate goal 
of earthly evolution but rather an evolving tool. The 
purpose of this tool can be seen in its primary 
properties, which are twofold: to comprehend 
everything; and, by transforming everything, to 
create. 


The ability to comprehend external reality 
through the senses and consciousness is evidently 
limited. However, the capacity for comprehension 
on a substantial basis appears to be limitless. Thus, 
one likely purpose of Humanity and humankind is 
to become a self-aware link of all Living Beings. 
The immediate "task" is the consolidation of 
Humanity into a unified, self-conscious Organism, 
followed by the unification of all Life on Earth and 
its orientation toward the Cosmos. 


Another purpose of Humanity is to create 
the New. Ideally, one hopes this will be the perfect 
Human, not a techno-cybernetic monster hostile to 
all living things. Unfortunately, the possibility of 
such a monster emerging is too high to ignore, yet 
it's not particularly interesting to dwell on it. 


The consolidation of Humanity into a 
unified, self-aware Organism—into a_ supra- 
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individual Human—is our Future. It seems that this 
upcoming form of communal life, based on 
profound spiritual unity, is not only inherent!® but 
also represents the transcendent foundation of each 
of our souls. By its very nature, this foundation is 
immortal. Specific spiritual practices allow each 
person to uncover it and make it the foundation of 
their life here and now. In doing so, a person gains 
conscious participation in the Coming Organization 
of the Earth. Russian culture, in particular, makes 
Russians especially inclined to perceive their own 
immortal essence. If this perception becomes 
widespread, Russia can not only rise from the ashes 
but also lead all Humanity toward the boundless 
horizon of a Humanistic Tomorrow.

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The first step to restoring and affirming 
one’s life on an immortal foundation is to grasp the 
following Truths: 


The world is not a soulless assortment of 
heterogeneous odds and ends, but an Organism, a 
Being. As a creative Subject, this is God the 
Creator, who radiates the Design of everything. 
Thus, everything in the world holds a divine design 
for itself, which it reflects to some degree. 
Humanity is destined to unite the Living of the 
Earth into a self-aware planetary Being. For this, 
humanity must first attain a fitting structure itself. 
In the body of the future planetary human, each 
individual will clearly perceive, on a spiritual 
foundation, their belonging to It and their personal 
connection with It. This predetermined organization 
of Earthlings is Divine Humanity. It is innately 
present and therefore accessible to each person 
through spiritual communion since time 
immemorial. 
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The foundation of each of our lives lies in 
some aspect of God’s Design. Each such Design is 
shared by many people (those who lived before, 
those who live now, and those who will live in the 
future). Its fullest embodiment exists in the Future. 
And this fullest embodiment is a personal Saint, 
with whom a close spiritual connection can be 
established. Establishing this connection brings one 
closer to God’s design for oneself, to one’s own 
immortal origin... this is Authentism! And this is 
the true Path. 


How to become and be oneself? 
Answering this question is by no means easy, but 
living and acting accordingly is even harder. In 
brief: 


Strive to be a Human, not livestock, not a 
beast, and not a follower of the Devil (the world’s 
misanthrope, hater of humankind, enemy of the 
human race). For this, one must clearly understand 
the distinctions between humans and animals 
(culture, immortal spirit) and, at the same time, see 
that modern civilization has already exhausted 
itself; that today’s “culture” is an anti-culture; that 
humanity faces a spiritual transformation. Now, 
each person must not only avoid being degraded or 
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demonized under the influence of anti-culture but 
must do everything possible for the swift 
establishment of Divine-Human ideals and the 
corresponding social order... Self-perfecting, that 
is, consciously transforming oneself toward the 
divine prototype. To achieve this, one must 
earnestly seek it within oneself, shedding the crust 
of anti-culture, prejudices, distortions, and false 
values. My books can be helpful here, but even 
more so is the guidance of those knowledgeable in 
the Spirit. 


The foundational basis of Divine 
Humanity is the spiritual unity of people. Therefore, 
anyone seeking in the Spirit must above all seek 
connection with kindred souls. And here, the 
unifying force is love. 


“Teacher! Which is the greatest 
commandment in the law?’ 


‘Jesus said to him, Love the Lord your God 
with all your heart, and with all your soul, and with 
all your power, and with all your mind. This is the 
greatest and the first commandment. And _ the 
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second is like to it, Love your neighbor as yourself. 
On these two commandments hang the law and the 
prophets.’ (Matthew 22:36—40, Lamsa Bible) 


For various reasons, our Path is not so 
much a path of Faith as it is a path of Knowledge. 
The community that has formed around me and the 
“Thesaurus” is open to all who consciously seek 
spiritual communion but do not find complete 
solace within the main religions. 


Thus, the Divine Human is coming! His 
"Kingdom" (Divine Humanity) is innately present, 
and everyone has the opportunity here, now to 
comprehend their connection to it... Look within, 
feel within... And you will discover beneath the 
surface of today your own immortality...

(“On What Our Main 
Differences Are”) 


AS a spiritual teaching, Authentism most 
significantly differs from others in its understanding 
of the purpose of humanity and humankind. 
According to it, humans are instruments of the 
Creator: through humanity, Creation continues. For 
this reason, Authentists are active people. We are 
convinced that the “Kingdom of God” (a 
Humanistic Tomorrow) will not arrive on its own— 
it must be built... 


As a political ideology, Authentism is 
distinctly different from both liberalism and 
communism, the two primary alternative 
ideologies. 


Its fundamental distinction from all forms 
of modern liberalism lies in the recognition of the 
immortal spiritual aspect as the essence of human 
nature, which in its essence is supra-individual. 
Therefore, liberalism, as an ideology of biological 
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(=animalistic) individualism, is profoundly alien to 
Authentists. 


There are two fundamental differences 
from communism: 


The first lies in a clear understanding of 
the divine predestination of Being. Such an 
understanding excludes a voluntaristic approach to 
the Future in general and to social construction in 
particular. In our view, a communist society is a 
false ideal and is not meant to be realized; rather, it 
is the ideal of a humanistic society that aligns, in 
essence, with the God-human ideal. 


The second fundamental difference from 
communism is the recognition of individuality as an 
essential God-given attribute of humanity. Humans 
are instruments of the Creator, creative subjects. It 
is precisely for this reason that humans are endowed 
with free will and individuality. Therefore, 
Authentism rejects any form of totalitarian 
organization of society.
